SCHOOL. REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee in’ compliance with the 
law respectfully submit the following report : 


REPORT. OF SCHOOLS BY’ G: H. TOWLE. 
Districr No. 1. 


Whole amount of school money,,$196.11.. Summer term taught 
by Miss Sarah Elliott. Wages per month, including board, $20.00. 
Length of school, 12 weeks. Number of pupils,49. Average at- 
Pndanee. Olioa % 

Miss Elliott is.a faithful and experienced teacher. She has not 
quite so happy atact for imparting instruction and preserving the 
discipline of: a school as we coul ‘wish ; but she is zealous and un- 
tiring in her efforts for the benefit of her pupils. At the final ex- 
amination, the deportment of the scholars was admirable, and their 
recitations gave evidence that they had made,good progress in their 
studies. The average age of the scholars in this school is less than 
that of any other school that I have visited, being 9 years. They 
were therefore incapable of grasping the principles underlying some 
of their studies, like’ older pupils. The number ' of parents present 
at the final examination indicated that the efforts of the teacher 
were appreciated. 

Winter term. T. D. Little, Esq., teacher. Wages per month, 
including board, $38.00. Length of school, 12 1-2 weeks. Num- 
ber of pupils, 55. Average attendance, 40.. Mr. Little labored 
faithfully for the good of those committed to his charge, imparting 
moral as well as intellectual instruction. The Academy, commenc- 
ing previous to the close of this school, interfered much with many 
of the classes, to the great detriment of the final examination. 
Many of the classes having been abolished, the committee is not 
prepared to judge of the advancement of the whole school. The class- 
es examined had made commendable progress. The classes in 
Grammar and in mental Arithmetic were especially deserving 
praise. ‘The scholars present appeared kind, respectful and obedi- 
ent. . 

District No. 2. 


Whole amount of school money, $181.29. Miss Mary L. Coombs, 
teacher of first term. Wages per month, including board, $20.00. 
Length of school, 9 weeks. Number of scholars, 38. Average at- 
tendance, 30. 

The citizens of this district were fortunate in securing the servi- 
ces of one of so much experience and so many accomplishments as 
Miss Coombs. Having taught in this district before, she was pre- 
pared to enter upon her duties free from the embarrasments that 
usually attend the efforts of strangers. ‘There was much improve-

ment in the general appearance of the\school; the order was good, 
and the pupils made satisfactory progress in their studies. The ad- 
vanced class in Arithmetic did remarkably, w ell and were especially 
worthy of praise. 

Fallterm. Miss Nellie- Flint, teacher. Wages. per month, in- 
eluding board, $26.00: Length of school, 8: weeks. Number of 
pupils, 50. Average attendance, 40. Miss Flint, although entirely 
different from Miss "Gébtabs, was a teacher of great merit. Havy- 
ing a well-disciplined mind, coupled with native ener my, ready and 
apt in imparting instruction, she surmouted every obstacle in the 
way of the progress of the school : interesting and gaining the af- 
fections of her pupils, she carried then along i in their studies with- 
out difficulty, andthe clear andready answers of the pupils at the 
close of the school, showed the thoroughness of their instruction. 

Winter term. Mr. Charles Smith, teacher. Wages per month, 
including board, $43.00. Length of school, 8 weeks. Number of 
pupils, 49. Average attendance, 35. 

This school was not visited the second time on account of its 
closing two or three days before the committee expected. From 
knowledge of the teacher’s previous schools and the appearance of 
this when visited at the beginning of the term, nothing but the most 
gratifying success could be expected. As opportunity was given, 
the committee has conferred with citizens of the district, who speak 
of their children’s having made unusual advancement. 

District No. 0d. 

Whole amount of school money, $64.63. Miss Abbie Shaw, 
teacher. Wages per month, including board, $20.00. . Length of 
school, 13 weeks. Number of pupils, 18. Average attendance, 10. 

The citizens of this district were wise in putting their schooling 
all into one term, ahd placing over it a teacher of so much ability 
as Miss Shaw. Under her management the school prospered be- 
yond our anticipation, although the attendance was very irregular. 
In the appearance of the school at our last visit, we did not see a 
chance for a reasonable exception. The proficiency of the pupils in 
this district, will compare favorably with those where there is more 
schooling. 

Disrricr No. 6. 


Whole amount of school money, $70.51. Mr. C. C. Rogers, 
teacher of Winter term. Wages per month, including board, $28.00. 
Length of school, 5 2-3 weeks. Nnmber of pupils. 25. Average 
attendance, 23. Mr. Rogers is a teacher of five years experience, 
and is master of the vocation. The term was very short, but very 
good. 

District No. 8. 


Whole amount of school money, $37.71. Miss Susan E. Arey, 
teacher. Wages per month, including board, $12.00. Length of 
school, 12 weeks. Number of pupils, 12.. Average attendance 9. 


Miss Arey is a patient, persevering and successful teacher. Her 
2 ‘ 
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school was small, but in management of it, she is deserving the ap- 
probation of all interested in the welfare of the school. ‘The pupils 
made very good progress in their studies. 


REPORT OF C. GC. ROGERS. 
District No. 4. | 
Summer term. Miss Lottie G. French, teacher. Miss F. labor- 
ed diligently for the welfare of those under her charge, and she 
suceeededin gaining the good will of her pupils. The closing ex- 
amination showed that commendable progress had been made. In 
her remarks, she commends her scholars for good conduct, and says 
they ‘‘ have ever yielded ready obedience to every wish or command 
of mine, for which they have my best wishes. I think they are de- 
serving of the highest praise for their close attention to the studies 
pursued, and for the progress they have made,” 
Winter term. Miss Drucilla Blaisdell, teacher. Miss B. euter- 
ed this school with experience, and having previously taught sever- 


ral terms in this district, she was well adapted to supply the wants 


of her pupils. Miss B. possesses many rare qualifications for a use- 
ful teacher, and she ever manifests a deep interest for those under 
her instruction. imparting to them knowledge both useful and in- 
structive, and well calculated to discipline the mind; and the long 
eXamination showed that diligent study and close application must 
have been the leading features of this school. She says in her re- 
marks that ‘‘ my scholars, as far as [am able to judge, have most 
or all of them made good progress, and their time has been well 
improved. Only two have whispered without leave, during the term. 


Disrricr No. 6. 


Summer term. Miss Abbie Shaw, teacher. Miss Shaw is a 


useful and accomplished -teacher, a good disciplinarian and she 

ranks well with our first-class teachers. In this: schoo! Miss S: en- 

countered some difficulties, of which she became conqueror.. The 

final examination evinced that good proficiency had been made, and 

that her services were profitable to the district. 
Disrricr No. 7. 


Summer term. Miss Mary L. Parsons, teacher. This was Miss 
Parsons’ first school, but older and more experienced teachers might 
well be proud of such success as attended her first attempt. The 
teacher succeeded in keeping her pupils interested in their studies 
throngh the term; and the progress made was such as to reflect 
great credit on both teacher and scholars.. The general deportment 
of the scholars indicated that the order and discipline had been of 
the right kind. 

Winter term. Miss Nettie K. Randall, teacher. Miss R. labor- 
ed faithfully and perseveringly for the advancement of her scholars. 
She succeeded in securing that degree of interest, without which a 
school can be of no real benefit. Her government was mild but 
firm, and her scholars seemed always ready to abide by her counsel. 
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We think her connection with this school was a profitable one, and 
was highly appreciated by the district. 


Districr No. 11. 


There is but one term of school in this district, and this was 
taught by Miss M. Jennie Dickinson. ‘This district was very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of one so well calculated to be an in- 
structor of youth. ‘The appearance of this school at the final ex- 
amination, was admirable ; the proficiency and improvement of the 
scholars was fully demonstrated, and appeared highly satisfactory 
to a number of parents who were present. This school deservedly 
ranks among the first in town. ‘The classes in grammar and arith- 
metic are as far advanced as any we have. It is seldom that a 
school makes the improvement that this did, in 8 1-2 weeks. 


Mr. Rogers being absent, his report cannot be made. 


The foregoing is a careful statement of the condition of the 
schools in town, as they appeared to your committee at the various 
visits made during the past year; and in taking a cursory review, 
it will be seen that none have been below mediocrity. Considerable 
pains seems to have been taken, by those: whose duty it was, to em- 
ploy teachers of merit. The committee has been called upon but 
once to interfere in the management of any school, and then not 
with any authority, but simply to offer a few suggestions, which, 
however, were not received in the spirit they were given ; the teach- 
er leaving the school. 

The great evil that interferes with the progress of our schools, 
more than any other, is irregularity in attendance. Scholars often- 
times think, and sometimes say, ‘‘ If Iam late or absent, I am the 
only loser, and it is nobody’s business but my own.” This isa 
great mistake. The whole school is interfered with in its order and 
retarded in its progress ; a wrong is committed against every mem- 
ber of society. If it is the duty of the public to Lducdte its youth, 
it is the public’s right to demand that the youth be not necessarily 
absent from the schools it has established. One-fourth of all the 
money raised for schools *in town, is rendered useless by the idle- 
ness or truancy of those for whom it is expended. The average 
attendance, during the year, has been not far from seventy per cent 
of the whole. 

If teachers should habitually dismiss one day in every three or 
four, it would be noticed, and parents whose children stay away 
from school on the most trivial pretense, would be among the first to 
complain at such dereliction from duty. Parents should remember 
that not only are they depriving their children of the educational 
privileges society has so generously provided, but their children are 
forming habits of inattention and idleness, which will not end with 
- their school days.
